"The managers of a few Xew York 
Creameries lieat the milk aa s 
drawn to 1-10°, or above. Tho heating 
drives tlie animal odors out, and enables 
them to keep tho milk from twelve to 
twenty-four hours longer than it would 
without beating. As soon as tho heat. 
ing is done, it is placed in a situation to 
be gradually cooled and tlie cream Iiur- 
lied to tho surface. In this condition 
it stands twelve to twenty-fonr hours 
or even to sixty hours if all tho cream 
is to bo taken. Tim very last cream 
which can be taken from milk produces 
butter white and of poor flavor. le the 
process of cooling is not very long con- 
tinued tho milk remains sweet." Tho 
butter made by this process at the cream- 
eries named, the Prof, says, is strictly 
gilt edged and unsurpassed. He adds 
that it combines all tho best features of 
Hie different systems of butter making. 


tcr u few years' growing of. clover scud, 
tho ground will be Jilled with Iho seed, 
which will spring up in after years us 
they aro turned to tho surface.

years ago, ono of my neighbors ploughed 
n Held in tho fall, lifter taking oft a clo- 
ver seed crop. Jiarley was sown in Llio 
spring, and a good crop, about thirty 
bushels per acre, was grown. Tho Hold 
was then ploughed and sown with wlioat, 
and though the farmer did not sow a 
quart of clover seed, ho has as good a
